MacKenzie,

By DEWITT MACKENZIE. 
The delay in the Franco-German 
armistice negotiations, imposed by 
the Nazi demand that a plenipo­ 
tentiary be sent to receive the 
closely guarded terms, gives the in­ 
vaders a chance to continue their 
efforts to smash utterly the French 
army. 
The more desperate the position 
of the defending forces, which now 
are split 
into 
four 
hard-pressed 
sections, the mole difficult will the 
French government find it to evade 
capitulation. 
More Time to Grind 
Hitler naturally wasn't unmind­ 
ful of this in demanding a pro­ 
cedure which would give his war- 
machine more time to grind finer. 
All of which doesn't tend to lessen 
the belief th at the terms for sur­ 
render are going to be harsh. 
There have been many rumors of 
the character of the mass of pottage 
which Hitler and Mussolini have 
cooked up for France to eat, but 
the terms have been closely guarded, 
although complete capitulation is 
said by authoritative quarters in 
Berlin to be demanded 
Meanwhile, advance notice of the 
fierceness of the coming “battle of 
Britain” was served last night in 
the Nazi blood-bath administered to 
the east coast of England in a 
great air-raid of IOO planes 
Maybe this was Hitler’s answer to 
British Premier Churchill’s defiant 
speech in which tho latter declared 
England would fight to a finish and 
would 
vanquish 
Nazidom.

the fuehrer’s ears.

The break-neck pace has been 
made necessary by rainy weather 
during April, when only four miles 
of paving were completed. Under 
the -tepped-up schedule which be­ 
gan May 15, four miles a day of j 
four-lane paving will be the daily 
goal. 
Twenty - eight contractors 
are | 
working against the deadline, which 
has been planned so th a t President 
Roosevelt may dedicate the high­ 
way July 4. 
One Record Falls 
Already one record has fallen. I 
John F. Bloomer, contractor, 
of 
Appleton, Wis.. laid the equivalent 
of a mile of single-lane paving in 1 
21 hours during a recent week. 
Statistics show th at by dead line 
time, the contractors will have to 
lay almost 41- million square yards 
of 9-inch thick concrete on the 
153 5 miles of four-lane highway, 
reinforce it with steel matting, and 
have it cured and dried 
Some 1.500 trucks, 
operated 
by 
three shifts of drivers 
at 
break­ 
neck speed over the rough 
unfin­ 
ished roads, are servicing the proj­ 
ect with building materials. Heavy 
pavers, especially designed for speed 
work, are being tried out for the 
first time on the turnpike. 
Floodlights In Use 
For 
night 
shifts, 
floodlights, 
powered 
by 
portable 
generators, 
move along with the construction 
machinery at

three dozen 
points along the highway route. 
Among materials to be used on 
the gigantic project are a million

cubic
